An event that has athena | 
much attention among the women 
of the country is the christening 
and launching of the ship S. S. 
Anna Howard Shaw, to which 
Mrs. Una R. Winter of Upland re- 
ceived an invitation from the New 
England Shipbuilding corporation 
in South Portland, Me. 

The ship was launched in the 
Maine city on August 29, and was 
christened by Miss Mary Ander- 
son, director of the Women’s bu- 
reau in Washington, D.C. 

Miss Shaw, a noted suffrage 
worker, was one of the younger 
| leaders closely identified with Sus- 
an B. Anthony. Later Miss Shaw 
served the National-American Wo- 
men’s Suffrage association as 
president for 12 years. 

Another California guest of the 
shipbuilding company was Harriet 
Taylor Upton, who was a national 
officer of the American Women’s 
Suffrage association for 30 years. 

The launchinng of the S. S. 
Anna Howard Shaw, coming just 
at this time, serves to commem- 
orate the granting of suffrage to 
women 23 years ago, on August 
26, 1920.

Third, there is no Republican 
or Democratic way of doing ad- 
ministrative work, which may be 
clerical, routine, and require lit- 
tle training, or it may be technical 
or professional and require both 
training and state recognition or 
licensing, as health officer, engi- 
neer, attorney, etc. Such work is 
entirely different from politics, 
which means the determining of 
personnel and policies and should 
be kept separate from political 
activities. 

Fourth, the Merit System is in- } 
evitable if Upland continues to 
grow. It is obvious that the citi- 
zens of this community will not 
tolerate indefinitely the factional- 
ism, nepotism, favoritism, wire- 
pulling, and pressure politics 
which have occurred here and 
which will recur from time to time 
without the Merit System.
